Beckham's Biz Lead.

In the race for the republican nomi- 
nation latest unofficial compilations 
indicate that Judge Flem D. Samp- 
son, of Barbourville, had a lead over 
Robert H. Lucas, of Louisville, Unit- 
ed States collector of internal revenue.

It is said that identification has 
been made of 16 members of an al- 
f@ged hooded and robed ‘and who. it 
is charged, whipped seven persons, in- 
cluding women, girls and boys, and 
more than 50 witnesses have been 
summoned to appear before the jury. 

This new flogging case came to light 
Saturday when it became known that 
subpeonas to witnesses had been serv- 
ed, and that the victims were ready 
to tell their stories to the grand 
jurors.

He was born in 1889 in 
Riga, N. Y. 

While physicians applied drugs to 
quiet Mrs. Webster, whose screams 
had continued to fill the neighborhood, 
the United News account of the tragic 
finis of the expert Atlantan’s career 
was ticking over the wire.

It was in South Braintree that the 
murders of which Sacco and Van- 
getti were convicted occurred on Ap- 
ril 15, 1920. Frederick A. Parmenter, 
a shoe factory paymaster, and Alex- 
ander Berardelli, his guard, were shot 
to death when the factory payroll 
was stolen. The bullet in question 
was taken from Berardelli’s body. 

Rulings Examined. 

In the week-end pause between the

Three in Death House. 


All three are in the death house at 
the state prison. Sacco and Van- 


zetti again refused to eat today. For a 


Sacco it was the 22nd day of his hun- 
ger strike. Vanzetti has accepted his 
meals occasionally during that period. 
The prison physician, after his daily 
visit to the two men today, said that 
they were in fairly good condition. 
Once before, when in Dedham jail, 
Sacco fasted for a month. 

The entire Boston police force was 
on duty continuously today as a re- 
sult of an order by Superintendent 
Michael H. Crowley. All public build- 
ings were closely guarded and the 
police were instructed to prevent any 
unlawful assemblages.

Houghton was in Scotland until next 
month and the entire embassy was 
deserted. He agreed, however. to ac- 
cept the resolution, which. in part, 
read; “This mass meeting of Lon- 
don workers and ex-service men 
views with horrors and disgust the 
condemning to death by a process of 
judicial murder of our two innocent 
comrades, Nicola Sacco and Barto- 
lomeo Vanzetti. The workers as- 
sembled here will do all in their pow- 
er to prevent this murder from being 
perpetrated and will emulate the 
work of Messrs, Sacco and Vanzetti. 
This meeting declares that if they 
die the stain on American justice 
and so-called civilization. will never 
be wiped out.” 


STRIKE OF 500,000

H. Davis, watchman in the build- 
ing, told police he heard sounds of 
a motor car in the alley way a few 
minutes before the structure gave 
way.

They are 
innocent,” and “Justice—Sacce and

Agent Webster and a cpast guardsman 
jumped at Alderman, who fired and 
killed Webster with a bullet through 
the heart. Another coast guardsman 
jumped over board and swam around 
to the rear of the cutter. The only 
weapon he could find was a monkey 
wrench. He hurled this at Alder- 
man’s head but mised. Alderman 
fired at the guardsman but missed. 
The guardsman then leaped at Alder- 
man and the two fell to the deck in a 
clinch. As they rolled over the guards- 
man’s hand came in contact with an 
ice pick. He grasped it and stabbed 
Alderman several times through the 
‘body. 

The rum runner was then disarmed. 

While the fight was going on above, 
Weech, the second rum runner, was in 
the engine room of the cutter attempt- 
ing to set fire to the boat. A small 
blaze had been started but the guards- 
men extinguished it after knocking 
Weech in the head. 

Weech and Alderman were brought 
to Fort Lauderdale and turned over to 
authorities on first degree murder 
charges.

Letters and telegrams of pro- 
test are pouring in from throughout 
the country. 

Newspapers in Italy continue to de- 
plore Governor Fuller's decision, but 
there have been no demonstrations and 
no anti-American feeling. The em- 
bassy and consulate at Rome are not 
guarded, nor is Ambassador Fletcher's 
villa in the lake district, where he is 
vacationing.

Armed Forces of U. S. 
Called To Guard Duty 


New York, August 7.—(United 
News.)—Stirred by proof that vio- 
lence may be expected as the hour set 
for the electrocution of Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti draws nigh. 
police, civilian guards and armed 
forces of the United States army and 
navy are on duty throughout the 
United States to protect lives and 
property against further outrages on 
the part of adherents of the con- 
demned men. 

The guards at President Collidge s 
summer white house have been tripled 
in number, thousands of police are 
on emergency duty day and night in 
Boston and New York, with all vaca- 
tions cancelled and in 100 cities hav- 
ing no connection whatever with the 
crime or execution of Sacco and Van- 
zetti extraordinary precautions are be- 
ing taken. 

Infernal machines such as blew up 
the New York subway, the home of 
Baltimore’s mayor, a Philadelphia 
church and a print plant in the na- 
tional capital are feared as the weap- 
ons of anarchy, and it is against 
crazed sympathizers and cranks rath- 
er than against any frontal attack 
that the armed forces have heen 
mobilized. 

Police Busy. 


Surveillance of explosives and sus- 
picion of every package and parcel 
carried near a likely object of anarchic 
destruction comprised the day’s work: 
of 14,000 policemen working on 14- 
hour shifts in New York city. 

A few suspects were questioned in 
connection with the destruction of two 
subway stations Friday night. 
Commissioner Warren will deter- 
mine Monday whether to permit a 
parade and demonstration on behalf 
of Sacco and Vanzetti in Union 
Square, the workers’ mecca, this week. 
Rose Baron, secretary of the Sacco- 
Vanzetti emergency committee, insists 
the police already have forbidden the 
demonstration in which it was hoped 
tc have 500,000 workers take parte 
The police commissioner, facing the 
first crisis of his new regime, denies 
that he has rescinded a permit issued 


for the parade and speech-making.

far from Union Square led to the 
rescinding of the permit, the emerg- 
ency committee claims. 
Ward, of the precinct involved, has 
invited Miss Baron to meet Commis- 
sioner Warren Monday ang discuss 
the advisability of such a demonstra- 
tion in view of the bombings. 

The emergency committee, mean- 
while, declares it will hold its parade 
with or without permission. 

In this city the public . buildings, 
railway and steamship termini, and 
homes of wealthy residents were 
guarded closely Sunday. Uniformed 
guards patrolled the stations of sub- 
way and elevated lines. Wall street 
was under special surveillance. Judges 
and other officials were provided with 
special plain clethes protection. A 
24-hour gufrd is kept over the prin- 
cipal churches of greater New York. 

It was. precisely as though the 
country were at war against an in- 
visible enemy. 

The precautions spread to the sum- 
mer homes of Westcheste: county and 
the north shore. 

Guard Public Buildings. 

In Newark, N. J.. detectives, fed- 
eral secret service men and police 
watched the city’s publie buildings, 
railroad stations and other possible 
danger spots. 

The public buildings of Baltimore, 
Cleveland, Philadelphia, Albany, Buf- 
falo, Chicago and other large cities 
right across the continent were under 
guard. In some instances, as at Chi- 
cago, federal forces cooperated with 
the loca: police. 

Sunday meetings of sympathy for 
Sacco and Vanzetti everywhere were 
under surveillance. 

Save in cities where explosions ac- 
tually were connected with the an- 
archic outbreaks, however, the police 
and troops were under orders merely 
to keep watch and prevent possible 
trouble or disorders, without restrict- 
ing the movements of average citizens. 

In some cities, as in Albany, loiter- 
ing near buildings housing official de- 
partments was considered as acting 
suspiciously. Throughout Massachu- 
setts, courts and judges were provid:

ALABAMA TRIALS 
~ CONTINUE TODAY 


Oneonta, Ala., August 7.—(#)—For 
the first time in the history of Ala- 
bama, members of masked whipping 
parties have been convicted and sen- 
tenced to long prison terms. 

Eugene Doss and L. A. Clayton, 


‘convicted of kidnaping in connection 


with the flegging of Jeff Calloway, 


Oneonta farm youth, have been given 
prison senfences of from eight to ten 
years and tomorrow the state will con- 
tinue prosecution of five other men 
under indictment on the same charges. 

Doss, the first of seven men to be 
tried. was sentenced last Thursday 
and Clayton was convicted and sen- 
tenced by Judge O. A. Steele late last 
night. The convictions came after 
John Hughes and Oliver Tidwell, state 
witnesses, took the stand and testified 
that Doss and Clayton were members 
of the party that met in the Tarrant 
City klavern of the Klu Klux Klan, 
donned klan robes and hoods and 
motored to Oneonta, where Calloway 
was kidnaped from a church service, 
hound to a tree in a dense wood and 
flogged. 

Attorney General Charlie C. McCall, 
of Alabama, personally is directing 
the prosecution of the men indicted 
for the flogging of Calloway. He is 
assisted by Solicitor Rains, of Blount 
county. 

Calloway. who was flogged “because 
he attended a church service while 
intoxicated,”’ has testified at the triais 
of both men. Under questioning by 
Attorney General McCall. the farm 
youth has told how he was bound to a 
tree and lashed with limbs of trees 
until he dropped unconscious from 
pain. After the whipping, he related, 
he made his way to a farm house 
where he spent the night. The next 
day he was placed under the care of 
a physician. 

In Jefferson county a special grand 
jury will meet Tuesday to hear evi- 
dence that threats had been made to 
Solicitor James Davis for his part in 
the investigation of the Calloway 
flogging and to investigate the flogging 
of Arthur Hitt. aged negro, and Dan 
Mitchell, Clay, Ala., commercial artist. 

Hitt told authorities he had been 
whipped after he refused to*sell a 
farm on which he lived. Several days 
after the flogging he transferred his 
land to W. J. Worthington, of Bir- 
mingham. for a sum, said by authori- 
ties to have been one-sixth of its 
value. 

Mitchell. who is of foreign extrarc- 
tion, was flogged “because he married 
an American woman.” Solicitor 
Davis said today that the men who 
whipped Mitchell are known to be 
members of Wahouma unit, No. 60, of 
the Klu Klux Klan. 

James Esdale, grand dragon of the 
Klu Klux Klan in Alabama, will be 
summoned before the grand jury, 


Solicitor Davis said, to explain what 


he knows of threats said to have been 
made to Solicitor Davis. The county 
prosecutor said he had been threaten- 
ed “with trouble” unless he “laid off 
the flogging cases.”’

According to a statement made 
by Julius Klein, director of the bu- 
reau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce, in an address before the 
American club in Paris, American 
tourists are spending $650,000,000 
this year in Europe, more than one- 
third of which is being spent in 
France. |

Money spent by tourists in an- 
other country on hotels, luxuries, 
taxis and so forth gave a high re- 
tail profit, perhaps double the profit 
realized by wholesale exporters. 
There were also such important 
items as insurance and shipping, as 
the greater part of international in- 
Surance was done through Euro- 
pean companies, and much of 
America’s commerce was carried in 
foreign ships.

Our Own Flesh and Blood. 


No one should acquire the idea that 
those mentally afflicted patients in 
the sanitarium are picked up derelicts 
from ‘“God-knows-where,” or persons 
shunted from other states upon our 
care. 

The nativity of the 1180 patients 
that were admitted last year, 1926, is 
a reliable index of where these un- 
fortunates originate. 

Georgia counties sent in Georgia- 
born patients to the number of 1,065 
anc the rest of the world contributed 
only 115. South Carolina born were 
42 and Alabama born.were 25, but 
they were not sent by those states. 
They were from families long removed 
from those states into Georgia. 

Nor must it be assumed that the 
foreigners from other lands contrib- 
uted to our defectives to any extent, 
for last year only one patient was ad- 
mitted who was born in Austria, one 
in Russia and one ‘in Syria. There 
was none from any other foreign ele- 
ment in our population. 

Of the 1,180 admitted last year, 722 
were white and 458 were negroes. 

Of the 4,848 actual resident patients 
in the last report, 3,150 were whites 
and 1,698 were negroes. 

And yet the sanitarium has a nor- 
mal capacity to decently care for only 
3,607 patients, so that there is an 
overcrowding, a dangerous overcrowd- 
ing, of 1,241 patients—216 in the 
white male section; 4382 among the 
white females; 218 among the colored 
males, and 375, or 70 per cent, among 
the colored females. |

I recall what a distinct shudder ran 
over the house on Thursday when 
Representative McCluney, of Bald- 
win, rebuked in passionate terms the 
neglect of the legislature to remedy 
the deplorable cendition at the sana- 
tarium. He said five girls are bedded 
in a room not sufficient for two, and 
often the weaker inmates of the room 
are found in the morning beaten and 
wounded during the night by their 
stronger and carzier companions. 

The trustees of the sanitarium are 
gentlemen of the highest Christian and 
business character, contributing their 
invaluable services to this state in- 
stitution, without pay and at ex- 
pense to their time and _ personal 
means. They are moved by deep com- 
passison for these most unfortunate of 
their fellow-citizens and serve for the 
honor and good repute of the state. 

They protest most earnestly that 
conditions at the sanatarium, compell- 
ed by lack of means, are intolerable. 
They are unhealthy, hazardous to the 
lives of the ‘inmates, and obstructive 


to the proper treatment and possible | 
cure of the patients not wholly be- 
yond scientific recall.

Georgia Is Not Extra-Crazy. 

No member of the legislature should 
get the notion that our state is more 
burdened by crazy patients than other 
states. 

The fact is exactly the other way. 
I can find only three states in the 
union that have fewer mentally de- 
fective patients to publicly care for 
the. Georgia. Our percentage is 1.40 
per thousand of population. Alabama 
has 1.13; Texas, 1.36, and North 
Carolina, 1.39. South Carolina has 
the same as we have. 

Ohio has 2.19 per thousand; Indi- 
ana, 2.21; Massachusetts, 3.99; New 
York, 3.83; Vermont, 3.62; Wiscon- 
sin, 3.36; Connecticut; 3.34, and the 
District of Columbia, where congress 
keeps things excited, has 8.98 deranged 
patients for every 1,000 inhabitants! 
The average for all the states is 2.45 
per thousand. 

The honorable trustees of our sana- 
tarium tell us truly that they are 
carrying on at a cost of under 65 cents 
per day for each patient—senile, in- 
firm, sick and helpless as many of 
them are—and that sum is less than 
is expended in any other like insti- 
tution in America. In fact that is 
less than it costs us to keep a prison- 
er in jail or a convict on the chain- 
gang. So there can be no criticism 
on the score of costs. 

The trustees have submitted to thé 
general assembly a series of thorough- 
ly digested recommendations that com- 
mend themselves to the common sense 
and just feelings of all who read them. 
To refuse them, it seems to me, will 
require more explanation and justifi- 
cation than the legislators can supply. 


A Chance for Farm Heroes. , 
The imperative needs of the state 
sanitarium furnish a splendid chance 
for all those farm heroes who have 
been 2 ag» the airs of both cham- 
bers with lamentations since the ses- 
sion began. Without discounting for 
a moment the validity of their pangs, 
here is a chance for every one of them 
to rally to the instant relief of farm- 
ers who are in genuine distress. 

Taking the returns for 1926 alone 
of the 1,180 admissions to the sani- 
tarium, more than one-half of. them 
came from the farms of the state. 

There were 227 actual farmers, a 
farm demonstrator, a nurseryman and 
a dairyman: and of 312 housekeepers, 
largely over one-half were farm- 
wives. Of the 142 laborers, over 100 
were from the farms. The aggregate 
fact is that 756 of the 1,180 came off 
the farms. 

The professions contributed only 20 
patients, and the town and city do- 
mestic and personal services sent in 
only 84; transportation and trades 
supplied 74; manufacturing and 
mechanical purs@its, 29. 

So that it can be readily seeh that 
the friends of the farmers, if they 
are really honest friends, will not fail 
to support the proposed measures to 
render the sanitarium a proper and 
adequately equipped refuge and cure 
for the afflicted, who have succumbed 
to the isolations and the insufficiencies 
of life upon the farms. of the state. 


Two Good Recomm 
The trustees make two most com- 
mendable suggestions in their series. 
One is that the name of the insti- 
tution be changed, most appropriate- 
ly, to “Georgia State Hospital.” Most 
of the states of the union so desig- 
nate their sanitariums for mentally 
deranged patients. Modern alienists 
and psychiatrists now repel such a 
crude name as “insane asylum.” The 
apposite name for our institution is 
the one the trustees suggest 

The other recommendation ought, in 
any event, to be adopted and executed. 
That is to establish two hospitals, one 
for the white patients and one for the 
colored patients. The two classes 
should be in separate institutions. 

And, another fact should not be 
overlooked. I hear frequent  state- 
ments that there are many patients 
in the institution who ought to be in 
private sanitarinms, supported by 
their families or kinsmen well able to 
pay for their care. Now the truth 
is thai of the 541 white male patients 
admitted last year only 4 were from 
“comfortable” environment: 148 were 
from “hand to mouth’’ conditions, and 
126 from totally dependent circum- 
stances, with™ seven others unascer- 
tained. Of the 256 white females, five 
only came from “comfortable” condi- 
tions. Of the 413 colored patients, 
only two females came from ‘“com- 
fortable” circumstances. 

On the whole case the appeal of the 
unfortunates in that institution is one 
that only the most callous soul can 
resist. The state is amply able to do 
her full duty by them and should do it 
now!

Aside 
from the simple fact that nothing 
will enter the sebaceous ducts or 
openings even when these are di- 
lated and overfilled with sebaceous 
matter, this cleansing mania or ob- 
session of the beauty men and cos- 
metic makers is a very expensive kind 
of bunk. Just as pigs is pigs, 80 
soap are soap 80 far as cleansing, 
antiseptic or hygienic purposes are 
concerned. : 

Well, this lone comedo did not get 
all the gentle care a comedo deserves. 
Lots of ple who would treat a 
bimbo, a Ford or a pup kindly treat 
their comedones very roughly indeed, 
and the comedones sometimes resent 
it.. The kindly treatment of a comedo 
is very simple: When you first dis- 
cover it, say, “Hello, another brunet. 
Well, well. where’s that darning nee- 
dle.” Or hum a few bars of “Col- 
legiate.” Anything to show that you 
are not going to be nasty about it. 
The idea is to win the confidence of 
the comedo, and impatience or anger !s 
quite out of place. Havihg found the 
needle, you either pass the point 
through a flame to sterilize it or else 
plunge it repeatedly through a cake 
of soap—soap is a pretty good anti- 
septic. Then carefully loosexu the 
head of the comedone without prick- 
ing the skin at all. Then apply 
either hot soap and water or hot wa- 
ter containing some boric acid, for a 
few moments. Then firmly but gent- 
ly press out the plug by compressing 
the skin on either side of the plug 
with a clean cloth. Finally a dash of 
cold water, and then a few bars of 
Tea for Two or milk chocolates if 
you prefer. 

Ah, but suppose there are 285 
comedones calling for treatment. 
That would be two gross, but in such 
a case we should be dealing with a 
habit and not just an _ accident. 
Where the sebaceous or oil ducts get 
into the habit of retaining the sebum 
that way it is generally attributable 
to the ardor of the youthful skin— 
everproduction of skin oil, let us 
say earrying the normal physiologi- 
cal superactivity of the skin to ex- 
cess. Still it is no disease and has 
absolutely and positively nothing to 
do with one’s habits, diet, cleanli- 
ness or uncleanliness, or the purity 
of one’s blood, not even if every 
darned comedo eventually becomes a 
pimple or a boil. I am putting this 
in the light of our knowledge, with 
no intention to deprecate the theories 
physicians have _ entertained from 
time to time. For instance, so far 
as our present knowldge goes, there 
is no Saar for the theory that the 
overindulgence in sweets or in rich 
food or in fats or in any particular 
food material is a factor of black- 
head or pimples in youth. The oc- 
currence of such trouble (acne is the 
medical term for blackheads and 
pimples) in youth is certainly not a 
good reason for modifying a youth’s 
food habits, pimples or no pimples,

LEONARD WOOD PASSES OWN! 


BY SAM W. SMALL. 


Many citizens of Atlanta read yes- 
terday morning with shock and sorrow 
of the sudden death of Magor General 
eleonard Wood in a Boston hospital. 

The distinguished soldier and ad- 
ministrator_of governments was with- 
in two months of his 67th birth anni- 


versary. He came to Atlanta as a 
lieutenant assistant surgeon of the 
United States army in the middle ’S80s, 
with station at Fort McPherson. He 
became a privileged military student 
at Georgia Tech and while associated 
with its student body became notable 
as an accomplished football player. 
During his detail here he was a social 
favorite and won the esteem of many 
of our first citizens, who ever since 
have followed the incidents of his ca- 
reer with interest and frequent ad- 
miration. 

Assigned to the western Indian cam- 
paigns he served under intrepid Law- 
ton against the Apaches and the Mexi- 
can marauders with such courage and 
skill as to win high official citations 
and decorations, with promotions. 

When the Spanish-American war 
came on in 1898 he was joined by 
Theodore Roosevelt and together they 
organized, at San Antonio, the famous 
“Rough Riders” regiment, Wood being 
its colonel and Roosevelt its lieutenant 
colonel. They were assigned to the 
first expedition that landed at Siboney 
and engaged in the battlé of Santiago, 
when Teddy is alleged to have made 
a heoric ride up San Juan hill.

After which Walter Reed 
and his colleagues identified the devil- 
try of Madame Stegomyia Fasciata, 
carrier of yellow fever poison, and put 
her out of business, so that, largely 
due to the initiative of a governor 
general who had been trained as a doc- 
tor, Cuba is today the healthiest coun- 
try on the planet, 

One of the episodes of Wood's ex- 
periences as Governor in Santiago was 
the taking to the country of a number 
of Cuban patriots who refused to 
work or be law-abiding under Ameri- 
can authority. They got arms and 
ponies and became bandits of the 
roads. 

Wood formed a hbandit-chasing de- 
tachment and sent it out under. com- 
mand of a dare-devil officer, who is 
still living, saying to him: 7 

“Don’t eome back until you catch 
those bandits—and if you should hap- 
pen to lose any of them on the way 
back, no questions will be asked.” 


The detachment went out, and came 
back, and no questions were asked, 


and no more bandits performed on that 
end of the island.

Wood As An Administrator. 

Wood succeeded General Brooke as 
governor general of Cuba. He came to 
Havana bringing many misgivings by 
army men and politicians, but Colonel 
Roosevelt had convinced Secretary of 
War Elihu Root that Wood was the 
man for the most ticklish job in the 
government service. 

And Roosevelt was right. 

Wood's training as a physician had 
made him both a_ psychologist and 
pathologist of racial idiosyncrasies. 
During his residence in the south he 
had contacts that enabled him to study 
the negro racial problem. In the west 
he had studiously diagnosed Indian re- 
actions and on the border had made 
full acquaintance with the mongrel 
Mexican mind. 

When he found himself charged with 
Cuban administration, and saw the 
child-like character of the mental proc- 
esses of the island people, he set him- 
self to study the wisest ways to win 
their confidence and cooperation. 

He obtained, on the writer’s sug- 
gestion, the record of the work of that 
English governor general, Wood, in 
Madras in India and from it gained 
many valuable pointers, toward the 
best ways to meet the problems of a 
child people eager to improve their 
national conditions. 

His experiences in Cuba were full of 
troubles, but he mastered them and 
left there a splendidly regenerated 
country, And when he went to the 
Philippines he went there the most 
adept man in all America for that dif- 
ficult billet. He leaves with us no 
one. who is his peer in the management

Buffalo. N. Y., August 7.—(United 
News.)—Peace of a century between 
the United States and Canada was 
commemorated in stone and steel] here 
today when Vice President Dawes and 
the Prince of Wales shook hands 
across the international boundary line 
in the center of the peace bridge 
which they dedicated. 

The cememonies were attended by 
a quarter of a million people from 
both sides of the Niagara river, over 
which the new peace bridge extends. 

The occasion marked the first time 
that two princes of a reigning house, 
y Wales and his brother, George, were 
on American soil. With them were 
Prime Minister Baldwin and the Brit- 
ish ambassador to the United States. 

Extreme precautions were taken to 
guard the dignitaries from any at- 
tempts at reprisals in behalf of Sacco 
and Vanzetti. Police cordons sur- 
rounded the speakers’ platforms. 
Hundreds of detectives were scattered 
through the crowds. 

Vice President Dawes and Secre 
tary Kellogg also were closely guard- 
ed by secret service men. 

The United States was represented 
by Vice President Dawes, Secretary 
of State Kellogg, Governor Alfred 
Smith, of New York, and others. 

Three bugles announced the arrival 


of the British entourage at the Fort 
Erie end of the bridge. The Amer- 
ican delegation, in automobiles, then 
approached the bridge center where 
a white ribbon marked the interna- 
tional. boundary line. 

From the Canadian side came the 
royal party. Wales was slightly 
ahead, followed by Prince George and 
Premier Baldwin. . 

When both delegations reached the 
ribbon, Vice President Dawes and the 
prince shook hands. Following a 
brief exchange of greetings, Mrs. 
Dawes and Mrs. Ross, wife of the 
lieutenant governor of Ontario, cut 
the ribbon with a pair of golden 
shears. 

Both delegations then went to the 
American side, where they were wel- 
comed by Governor Smith, Premier 
McKenzie King, of Canada, and Pre- 
tinier Ferguson, of Ontario, spoke of 
penee and good will. 

Secretary Kellogg, speaking for the 
president, voiced the hope for con- 
tinued understanding between the 
United States and Great Britafn. 

Premier Baldwin alluded to the 
collapse of the Geneva conference as 
a minor detail in the march of prog- 
ress to a better understanding. The 
failure to reach an agreement, ke said, 
leaves both countries as before,

Hollywood in Days Before 


FIRST SETTLERS RECALL TOWN OF 40 YEARS AGO

Hollywood, Calif. August 7.— 
(United News.)—Back to the days 
before movies, murders and motors, 
Hollywood and its “old settlers” mov- 
ed Saturday. 

Down one of the most famous boule- 
vards in the world—the highway to 
fame or heartache—a strange proces- 
sion paraded to recall the sleepy, dus- 
ty village of 40 years ago, with its 
atmosphere of old Spain and the 
spirit of the western pioneer. 

Senor Eugene Plummer, the first 
settler in Hollywood, leg the parade 
of horse-drawn -phaetons, covered 
wagons, high wheeled tricycles, surrey 
carriages, rigs, sulkies, broughams and 
victorias, with the aid of a wheezy 
old calliope. 

Senor Plummer was dressed in the 
fashion of the dons. 

A feature of the occasion was the 
float entered by Al Christie, first 
motion picture producer in Holly- 
wood. A bevy of bathing girls at- 
lired in the proper beach attire of 
1911, sweltered on top of the float. 

William Hopper, whose blacksmith 
shop, the first in Hollywood, became 
an ornamental iron works, entered a 
float with an old forge and an an- 


Many farmers of Georgia have in- 
creased their income 25 to 50 per

The first ice wagon, an old hay 
wagon, and the old covered Avagon 
that came through Cahuenga Pass in 
1869, were driven down the boule- 
vard where parking space is now oc- 
cupied by the multi-colored speed 
wagons of the motion picture stars. 

While dark-eyed senoritas danced 
to soft Spanish melodies, 1,000 old 
“settlers? held a picnic at Plummer’s 
park.
